GREAT ICE TRUST 


Attorney General of New York Goes 


Into High Court With Battle 


Against Barons. 


STARTLING CHARGES II THE COMPLAINT 


Albany, N. Y., Dec. 20.—Attorney 


General Julius Mayer, in the name of 
the people of the state of New York, 
today began action against the Ameri- 
can Ice company in the supreme court 
•6f New York county, for the dissolu- 
tion of the so-called "ice trust." 


A summons and complaint issued 


here last night was forwarded to the 
New York city representatives of the 
attorney general for service today on 
the proper officials of the company. 


How Monopoly Was Secured. 


The complaint alleges as a principal 


"feature of the "scheme and arrange- 
ment" by which the company secured 
a practical monopoly of the natural and 
artificial ice output and distribution, 
especially in Greater New York and the 
communities ift that vicinity, that It 
secured control of the Maine ice field 
and caused a reduction there last year 
of the usual harvest from a million 
and a half tons to one-third of that 
amount. The other sources of supply 
are alleged to be similarly controlled. 


The key to the ice situation in New 


York city is pointed out as lying In 
this company's control of the 
"ice 


bridges," or landing depots, by. which 
means it is alleged the company is 
enabled to fix the price of Ice. result- 
Ing last summer In an increase from 
$1.20 a ton at the bridges to $5 and $6 
a ton to the independent dealers, who 
are alleged to be controlled by tho 
company, and who supply the 
retail 


trade. 


What Ice Cost the Poor. 


It Is said that by the time the Ice 


reached the poorer customers it cost 
the rate of 510 to $14 a ton. 


Correspondence 
of 
the 
company 


with its agents and others is quoted to 
show that at the very time when the 
"ciM&pa'ny'"was urging its"cilsto«iSrs' to" 
be careful in their purchases and con- 
sumption of. Ice owing to tho shortage 
of supply it, was Informing Its agents 
that the ice situation from the com- 
pany's standpoint was satisfactory, 
and that offers were being received 
from various sources, especially from 
Maine independent producers, of am- 
ple supplies and tho company was at 
that time refusing to accept these of- 
fers on any terms. 


It Is contended that the efforts of 


the company were designed to create 
a. popular Impression that an ice fam- 
ine was Impending, In order to fore- 
stall public clamor against a contem- 
plated enormous Increase In the price 
to consumers, which increase did in 
•tact take place. 


Control Hudson River Output. 


It is declared by the attorney gen- 


eral that on the Hudson river the 
American Ice company owns all but 
seventeen of the 141 ice houses and 
that It contracted with the Mountain 
Ice company, operating in New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania, to restrict its sales 
In Brooklyn whereby the free pursuit 
of .the ice business in that borough 
was prevented; that it had like agree- 
ments with various independent con- 
cerns along the Hudson river and 
elsewhere to prevent their 
entering 


the fleld of competition in production 
or distribution of either natural or 
manufactured ice. 


yhe methods alleged to have been 


pursued by the company include pur- 
chase, 
lease, 
traffic 
arrangements, 


control of capital stock and other de- 
vices' to restrict output of both kinds 
of ice and limitation of distribution 
and sale. 


$33,000,000 of Water. 


- "This plaintiff alleges upon informa- 
tion and belief," says the complaint, 
"that on the 30th day of June, 190B, 
;he total assets of ,the American Ice 
jompany were $46,435,488, of which 


$53,260,606, 
represented no tangible 


assets, but was 'good will.' 


'That on or about December 1, 1906, 


this defendant paid a dividend to its 
stockholders of 9 per cent, upon the 
preferred .capital stock of the defend- 
ant. 
The 
attorney 
general alleges 


that the company's ice harvest during 
the season of 1905-6, cost only 25 to 35 
cents a ton of 2,000 pounds: the trans- 
portation cost between 35 cents a ton 
on the Hudson river and 45 to 80 cents 
from Maine, while artificial Ice was 
produced in New York city at an aver- 
age price of $1.30 a ton; and yet the 
company increased its price in New 
York city from $1.20 to $6 per ton at 
the ice bridges during last summer, 
which, says the attorney general, 'was 
seventeen times larger than any in- 
crease in the cost thereof to the de- 
fendant and that the percentage of in- 
creased in the bridge price charged by 
this defendant for 
Ice 
sold at its 


bridges In the city of New York was 
twenty-one times as much as the per- 
centage of increase In the cost price 
thereof to the defendant.' " 


FLAMES FORCED THEM TO 


EABLYJORNING 


Families of J. Neuman and 


C. Foote Suffer in Fire 


on Oliver Street. 


Flames which obtained a start In 


the upper story of the house at 2122 
Oliver street shortly after 4 o'clock 
this morning, forced the members of 
two families to flee from their beds to 
the street in much haste and caused 
damage estimated at $500 before the 
fire was subdued by the department. 


The house was owned by Mrs. Felt 


and was occupied by John Neuman 
and Clarence Foote, with their fam 
Iliea, Mr. Footo occupying the second 
story. 
The flames started In the at- 


tic of the house, apparently among 
some rubbish which had been piled 
against a chimney, which evidently 
became overheated. 
The occupants 


of the house were aroused in time to 
get safely out of tho building before 
the roof collapsed, though Mr. Foote 
had a narrow escape, owing to the 
difficulty with which he was awak- 
ened. 


Damage was confined principally to 


tho upper portion of the house, and 
Mr. Foote 
lost 
practically 
all his 


clothing 
and household 
goods. 
He 


has been married but a short time, 
and the loss falls heavily upon him. 


During the 
progress of the blaze 


sparks set fire to the residence of 
William Korte, adjoining the burning 
structure, but here the damage did not 
exceed $25.

as students suffered. Articles of wear- 
Ing apparel as well as money and jew- 
elry, have been mlSsrng over a period 
of a week. Yesterday wh'en It came 
time to dismiss l,h& school the board- 
ers Iff the dormitory were summoned 
vio chapel where the principal 'an- 
kounced that not a student would be 


allowed to depart for her home tint! 
all of them and their rooms had been 
searched for a trace of the missing a.r 
tides. Teachers began their disagree 
able duty and one of them was notified 
that a student who had reported a five 
dollar bill stolen, had found the Ml 
crumpled up and lying within the dooi 
of the room where it had apparently 
been thrown In a hurry.

Indianapolis. Dec. 20.—Charles Van 


Slatre, of Delaware county; Richard 
Parks, of Sullivan county, and G. M. 
Wilson, of Hendricks county, county 
superintendents forming a committee 
of the state organization appointed to 
consider the matter of 
obtaining :» 


greater representation 
on the state 


board of education, have decided on a 
plan of procedure. 


At present there are five college 


presidents, three of whom represent 
state institutions, three city superin- 
tendents and one county superintend- 
ent on the board. The county men 
think they should have greater rep- 
resentation. 


A bill providing for an extension of 


the plan of school centralization now 
in use In some counties will probably 
be offered at the coming session of the 
legislature. The purpose, according to 
Mr. Van Matre, Is chiefly to legalize 
some things that have already been 
done. In his county, where he was a 
pioneer among the Indiana educators 
in centralizing the schools, seventy- 
two wagons are now used In conveying 
children to nnd from school. 


It is known that a. bill for the elec- 


tion of county superintendents by pop- 
ular vote, instead of by township trus- 
tees, as at present, will be presented 
to the general assembly. This would 
mean the extension of the terms of 
those now In office, since their terms 
will end in June, 11)07. and a special 
election could not be held. 


And there will be a bill reeking to 


make the compensation of the county 
superintendent's office $5 a day. This 
also will make as a qualification for 
holding the office the possession of a 
sixty-months' teacher's license.

was caused by a skull fracture due to 
a blow from some blunt instrument.

CURTIS JETT MAKES NEW 


OF 


Declares He Alone Was 


Concerned in Killing of 


Marshall Cockrill. 


Louisville, Ky., Dec. 20.—A special 


from Cynthiana says: 


Curtis Jett took the stand In his 


own behalf today and surprised 
the 


commonwealth by confessing to the 
murder of Town Marshal Cockrill in 
Jackson four years ago, for which he 
Is now on trial. Jett had made a pre 
vious confession 
implicating 
Judge 


Hargis and Sheriff Ed Callahan. Jett 
claimed to be alone on the second 
floor of the court house when he fired 
six shots at. Cockrill, who was stand- 
ing across tlic street. The two men 
had exchanged 
shots two weeks be 


fore, and In his statement today Jett 
said that It was a case of his life or 
Cockrlll's. 
Tho commonwealth he- 


llo.vcs lie is trying to shield two other 
men when ho says that, he was alone 
at the time he murdered Cockrill. 


SPARES LIFE Of 


Convicted Murderer of Old 


Man Rice Will Go to 


Prison for Life. 


Albany, N. Y., Dec.- 20.—Governor 


Higgins today commuted to imprison- 
r'ent for life the sentence of death un- 
der which Albert T. Patrick has re- 
mained nearly five years, 
since his 


conviction of the murfier ol William 
Marsh Rice, the aged Texas million- 
aire, in NVw York city. 


In announcing the 
commutation. 


Governor Higgins Issued the following 
memorandum: 


"Albert T. Patrick has been con- 


victed of the murder of William M: 
Rice and the judgment of conviction 
has been affirmed by a divided court. 
It is not claimed that Patrick com- 
mitted the murder in person, but that 
he procured the act to be done. 
He 


has been convicted principally on the 
testimony of Charles F. Jones, who 
confessed that he murdered his mas- 
ter while 
he lay asleep, 
instigated 


thereto by Patrick, and Jones, by this 
testimony, has purchased his own im- 
munity 
from 
trial 
or punishment. 


Neither this fact alone, or the review 
of any of the acts already passed on 
by the courts at some stage of these 
proceedings would seem to warrant 
Interfering 
with 
the 
judgment of 


death pronounced against, the defend- 
ant: but three of the seven judges of 
the court of appeals were so strongly 
of the opinion that errors were com- 
mitted at the trial which were sub- 
stantially prejudical to the rights of 
Patrick that i feel that the death pen- 
alty ought not, under all the circum- 
stances, to be Inflicted. 


"In view of nil these and the grave 


doubts expressed by these judges, I 
am satisfied that I ought to relieve 
the defendant, from the extreme pen- 
alty of (ho law and commute his sen- 
tence to Imprisonment for life."

forenoon.

sion.

thrown hundreds of yards and some 
of those aboard were blown almost to 
splinters and other parts of the boat 
were so badly damaged that she began 
to sink immediately. When the Cor- 
dlll left late yesterday afternoon she 
was listing heavily anr! her cargo of 
1,000 sacks of cottonseed and 85 bales 
of cotton will be lost.

FLAYS THE 


PRESIDENT II 


SPEECH 


Says Roosevelt 
Exceeded 


Lawful Powers in Dis- 


charging Negroes. 


Washington, Dec. 20.—Immediately 


after the senate convened today Sen- 
ator Foraker's resolution looking to 
an investigation by the senate of the 
president's discharge of the three ne- 
gro companies of the 25th Infantry was 
taken up " and Senator Foraker ad- 
dressed the senate in its support. 


He hegan with the broad declaration 


that "the president misconceived his 
constitutional power when he dis- 
charged the troops and he also mis- 
conceived the testimony on which bis 
action was based." 


Mr. Foraker said that the president's 


constitutional power was 
simple 
to 


command the army and navy as com- 
mander.-in-chief while to congress the 
constitution gave power to raise arm- 
ies and to make rules and regulations 
for its government. 


Regulations Prescribe Trials. 


The regulations prescribed that no 


man could be summarily discharged 
without a right to be tried and the ar- 
ticles of war, he argued, prescribed 
minutely how these trials are to be 
conducted; that 
all 
punishments 


should be in acordance with the direc- 
tions of courts martial. He contended, 
after reading at length from the arti- 
cles of war. it was inconceivable that 
the president should be absolutely 
without restraint. 


The president, he said, stated In his 


message that these soldiers were gull- 
ty. of mutiny and had been discharged 
for that reason. He followed this with 
article of war providing that a court 
martial should direct this punishment. 
This was all to guard against the exer- 
cise of an autocratic power. Congress, 
to provide against excessive punish- 
ment, had limited the penalties. 


Resolution It Modified. 


When Senator Foraker concluded 


his remarks on his negro troop* reso- 
lution in tha senate today he received 
unrolmons' consent to modify the" res- 
olution so that It now directs the sen 
ate committee on military affairs t 
investigate the circumstances leading 
up to the discharge 
of 
the 
negro 


troops. 


Mr. Lodge briefly replied to Mr. For- 


aker's speech and Senator Scott re- 
marked that as he had read the his- 
tory of the Spanish-American war the 
Tenth cavalry (colored) was largely 
responsible for the preservation of tho 
Rough Riders. "If it had not been for 
the Tenth cavalry wo might not today 
have the privilege of having that gal- 
lant soldier, that splendid president, 
today In the white house," he added. 


The resolution of Mr. Forakor goes 


over without action until after the hol- 
iday recess.

Commissioner Prouty Says All Roads 


East of Mississippi and North 


of Ohio Must Come to It. 


DISCUSSES EFFECT OF NEW RATE LAW 


Kansas City. Mo.. Dec. 20.—C. A. 


Prouty, of Vermont, member of the in- 
terstate commerce commission, who 
arrived here this morning from 
St. 


Louis, to continue the car shortage 
hearing, said today in an interview in 
speaking of the socalled rate law: 


"I have no doubt that eventually all 


states east of the Mississippi and north 
of tlye Ohio will be on a two-cent basis, 
and by eventually I mean, of course, 
within a reasonable time for such leg- 
islation to be enacted, If 
legislation 


shall be required, which I doubt. All 
these changes are and will be due to 
the agitation for the passage of the 
rate law. No man can tell what the 
final effect of the rate law may be 
until it has been worked out In the 
courts." 


The interstate commerce commis- 


sion car shortage hearing begun, in St. 
Louis, was taken up here today by 
Commissioner Prouty, aided by P. J. 
Farrell, attorney for the commission. 


J. A. Crow, president of the F. J. 


Crow Coal and Mining company, of 
Kansas City, the first witness, testified 
in reply to a question that T. A. Ful- 
ton, 
of Chicago, assistant to President 


Winchell. of the Rock Island railway, 
holds $10,000 worth of stock in 
the 


Crow company. He adnlitted fhat Mr. 
Fulton had received this stock with- 
out paying for it, but said he obtained 
the stock before he became employed 
by the Rock Island. 


Murdo MacKenzie, president of the 


American Live Stock association and 
manager of the Matador Land and

CREDIT CURRENCY BILL 


IS SUBMITTED TO 


THEJOUSE 


Chairman 
Fowler 
Urges 


Measure Agreed Upon 


by the Committee. 


Washington, Dec. 
20.—Chairman 


Fowler, of the house committee on 
banking and currency, submitted to 
the house today his 
report on tho 


credit currency bill'agreed upon by 
the committee. The report reiterates 
the committee's assertions that bank 
hook credits are Identical with bank 
note credits and that It should be at 
the option of a depositor of a bank to 
say whether he shall 
have current 


credit of the bank or a book subject 
to his check. Tho report continues: 


"Your committee asserts that It Is 


immaterial whether tho obligations of 
a bank are In the form of deposits sub- 
ject to-check or of credit bank notes 
providing that the reserves are ample 
and the same amount Is required for 
the protection of each. With the same 
freedom on the part of the bank to 
Issue Its credit notes that it has to ac- 
cept deposits subject 
to check the 


habits of a people 
will 
determine 


whether the deposits of a bank or its 
credit notes are the larger." 


Advantages Set Forth. 


Tho advantages of a credit currency 


are set forth by the report as follows: 


"It will lower and equalize the rates 


of Interest throughout the United 
States. 


"It will make the rates practically 


uniform throughout the year. 


"It will give to the country districts 


as economical a form of credit as the 
cities enjoy where checks are chiefly 
used. It will give to the mass of the 
people who use currency 
in their 


smaller purchases as economical form 
of a credit as those enjoy who use 
checks In their larger transactions. 


"It will make 
It possible 
for the 


bank generally to serve such of their 
customers as may want currency with- 
out disturbing their reserves to the 
great injury of other customers who 
have loans which must be paid before 
the currency can be advanced; for it 
is Immaterial to a bank whether it 
owes a depositor or a note holder. 


Will Prevent Panic. 


"It will almost invariably prevent 


any panic whatever and will always 
avert, a ruinous crisis. 
' 


"If at any time contraction of credits 


becomes necessary because 
of 
too 


much of the commercial fund has been 
diverted and transferred Into the in- 
vestment fund, a credit currency will 
facilitate liquidation without that de- 
struction of values incident to a fix^d 
quantity of currency such as we now 
have." 


BRITISH PARLIAMENT IS 


NOT IN DANGER OE 


Defeat of Government on 


Educational Bill Seri- 
, 


ous But Not Fatal. 
i 


London, Dec. 20.—There will be no 


dissolution of parliament as a result 
of the action of the house of lords In 
defeating the government's education 
bill. 
Although the rejection of this, 


the main liberal measure of the ses- 
sion. Is the most, serious rebuff Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman's cabinet 
has yet suffered, it Is not regarded as 
being sufficiently grave to necessitate 
an appeal to the country. Whether at. 
tho present, moment the government 
could successfully appeal to the nation 
on the education bill Is the question 
on which even many liberals are In 
great doubt. The Immediate effect of 
the step taken by tho upper house, 
therefore, will be to give an enormous 
Impetus to' the radical 
agitation in 


favor of curbing the veto powers of 
tue peers nnd to furnish the non-con- 
formists with a new gun and ammuni- 
tion In their fight for the disestablish- 
ment of the Church of England. 


There is today a widespread impres- 


sion that a purely secular education 
bill will be Introduced during the next 
session of parliament, while no doubi 
the cabinet during recess 
will con- 


sider whnt means are possible to pre- 
vent the lords from 
nullifying 
pro< 


longed labors of the commons and to 
debar their veto of measures passed 
twice by the lower house. 


It is the general view of the poll« 


ticians that the peers by last nlght'( 
action have entered upon a constitu- 
tional struggle embracing much mor« 
than the education bill. The liberals 
promise that, there shall be no cessa/ 
tlon of the fight until the constitution- 
al issue is settled as to whether th« 
liberal party is to be forever check4 
mated by the "standing committee of 
the Tory peers."

FROM EOT AFTER 


LOHGJLUESS 


Was One of Fort Wayne's 


Best Known Traveling 


Salesmen. 


.Following an illness which had ex- 


tended over a period of many months, 
Frank E. Hiblet, widely known as a 
traveling salesman and prominent in 
church, fraternal and musical circles 
of Fort Wayne, died at 4 o'clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon at Hope hospital. He

street. 


It had been known for some weeks 


that Mr. Rihlet's condition offered lit- 
lle if any prospect for his recovery, 
yet through his long illness the pa- 
tient's courage never faltered: he bat- 
tled bravely against, 
the 
encroach- 


ments of his malady sustained by an 
undaunted" hope and cheerfulness and 
came down to life's close with serene 
resignation. Mr. Riblct's death was duo 
to cancer of the bowels. He was taken 
seriously ill In .luly last while prepar- 
ing to remove to his summer home at 
Lake Wawasee to spend his vacation. 
Mr. Jliblct was apparently suffering 
from appendicitis, but

SCR. l/nter there was a return of the 
attack, and the patient, was brought 
lo Hope hospital, where he underwent 
a surgical operation. 
Thin revealed 


the more serious nature of his malady, 
and 
made 
it 
apparent, 
that, 
fur- 


ther resort to surgical treatment at a 
later time offered the only possible 
hope for his restoration to health. In 
the months that followed, after there 
had been some regaining of strength, 
Mr. Riblet. submitted to 
two 
other 


surgical operations, the last, but a few 
weeks ago. 
Skill proved unavailing 


in the effort to give permanent relief, 
however, ami for the past, week or 
morn the patient's condition had been 
critical in the extreme. 


Lived Here Since Boyhood. 


Mr. Riblet was born In Erie, Pa., 


February 1, f862, hut he came to Fort 
Wayne as a boy of nine years with his 
parents. Mr. and Mrs. H. F. Rihlet, 
and here the remainder of his life was 
spent. At. the age of. 15 he entered 
the employ of the dry goods estab- 
lishment of Root & Co.. now the Ru- 
rode store, as a salesman, later repre- 
senting tills house as a traveling sales- 
man and remaining with the firm 
twenty-one years. Upon the death of 
Mr. Root about eight years ago, Mr. 
Riblet accepted a place with the John 
V. Farwell company, of Chicago, and 
since that time he has represented 
that company over a large territory 


adjacent to Fort Wayne. 
He was a 


salesman of marked ability and en- 
joyed the confidence of his employers 
to the highest degree, occupying a 
place as one of the foremost represen- 
tatives of this vast concern. During a 
visit to Fort Wayne a few years ago 
Mr. FarweJl, one of the country's most 
noted merchants, was a guest at Mr. 
Riblet's home. Mr. Riblet's marriage 
occurred in 1S87 to 
Miss Harriet 


Marks, of East Liverpool, 0., who. 
with a sister, Mrs. M. J. Lee. of Hor- 
ton, Kan., 
survive him. 
Mrs. Lee 


reached the city a few days before the 
death of her brother. 


In Other Circles. 


In church, fraternal and musical cir- 


cles Mr. Riblet was no less active than 
in business life. 
He had 
been for 


many years a member of the Third 
Presbyterian church, and was one of 
the earliest Fort Wayne members of 
the Gideons, the organization of Chris- 
tian traveling men. In this work Mr. 
Riblet was deeply interested, and he 
has for several years donated the use 
of his sample room in the Arcade for 
the holding of the meetings of the 
Gideons. 
He was a Mason 
of 
thn 


18th degree, holding membership In 
Summit City lodge. Fort Wayne Lodgu 
of Perfection, Darius council. Princes 
of Jerusalem, and Emanuel chapter of 
the Rose Croix. He was also a mem- 
ber of Fort Wayne lodge. Benevolent 
and Protective Order of Elks. 


For many years Mr. 
Riblet 
was 


prominent in the musical circles of 
the city. He was one of the original 
members of the Linden quartet, or- 
ganized about 1890. the other mem- 
bers including Messrs. L. F. Curdes. 
D. S. Griffith and A. M. Schmidt. Mr 
Riblet remained continuously a mem- 
ber of this quartet down to the time 
of his death, though in recent months 
jthe organization has not been active. 
For many years, however, it t=ang ir 
the Wayne Street Methodist Episcopal 
church, as well as filled engagements 
elsewhere, and in addition' to this Mr. 
Riblet 'found time to devote to other 
musical work. Personally be wns nit 
only very widely known, but univer- 
sally popular. A man of kindly, lieln- 
ful disposition and strict integrity, he 
made friends rapidly and held them 
staunchly, and his death will he deep- 
ly regretted by all 
who

mendations of tho 
Elastic Currency 


commission of the National Bankers' 
association were almost wholly adopt- 
ed In the form of a bill to be reported 
to the house of representatives by the 
house committee on banking nnd cur- 
rency Tuesday. Two departures from 
the recommendations of the bankers 
of note were made, one providing for 
an increase »f the tax on the guar- 
anteed credit notes from two and one- 
half to three per cent a year on the 
average circulation of the notes, pay- 
able seml-annually, and the other pro- 
viding that banks desiring to take out 
national bank guaranteed credit notes 
and having notes outstanding in ex- 
cess of sixty-two and one-half 
per 


cent, of their paid up capital, may, up- 
on deposit of lawful money, redeem 
such excess without reference to the 
limitation of $3,000,000 each month. 
It is yet undertermlned whether or not 
there will be a minority report made 
to the house on the bill, but it such a 
report is made It will be by the dem- 
ocrats.

Also, the relatives and the 
children's mother contend, the courts 
shall decide whether or not it. is 
cruel to force the children to learn 
chapters of the bible by heart and 
cuff them for mistakes in recitation, 
another of Wistar Brown's training 
methods. 


Hardy Children His Desire. 


Mr. Brown declares that he wishes 


to see his children become hardy 
and cultured and that he is in no- 
wise cruel. He wishes, he says, to 
see his children have strength to 
plunge into the ocean all winter, if 
necessary, and he does not. think 
that in giving them this training he 
is being other than kind. 
It. is be- 


cause be insisted on this and making 
them 
go 
barefoot 
in 
freezing 


weather that he was indicted.' 


Soon after Brown was indicted 


Mrs. 
Brown and the 
six children 


left his residence at 
Second and 


Wesley streets. Ocean City, and took 
refuge with relatives here. 
Brown 


has appealed to the police to find 
them.

Moses Brown, a brother, said last 


evening 
when 
asked 
about 
the 


whereabouts 
of Mrs. T. 
Wistar 


Brown and her children: 


"They are not at my house, but I 


would not like to say just where 
they are stopping. 
I do not., think 


my brother was Intentionally cruel 
towards the children. 
It. Is all a 


question of what is and what is not 
fanatical." 


Too Much Bible Cruelty, Too? 
Brown does not live In luxury, no 


matter what, his wealth may be. He 
has traveled the world over, he says, 
and has studied the people? of all na- 
tions. He believes in simplicity and 
ho also believes In the bible. It Is 
alleged by the New Jersey society 
for the prevention of 
cruelty to 


children' which brought the proceed- 
ings against Brown at. the request of 
several of Mrs. Brown's friends, that 
Brown insisted that, his children 
should know the bible thoroughly. 
It Is charged that he compelled his 
children to learn many chapters by 
heart and that unless the children 
could 
answer 
readily 
questions 


which ho would ask them 
at odd 


times regarding biblical 
characters 


tho children wero cuffed. 


"When the summons was served 


on me," said Brown last night. "I 
was greatly surprised, and at. first 
thought I would not go to court. 
Finally, my curiosity got. the better 
of me, and I went to court late In 
the afternoon, where I found eight 
Indictments against, me. 


"At that tlmo Mrs. Brown packed 


up her belongings and left the house, 
stating

AT SUOUIS 


Doctor' Must Explain Two 


Receipts Found on Dead 


Man's Body. 


St. Louis, Mo.. Dec. 20.—Two re- 


ceipts found on the body ot Warren 
F. McChesney, oE 3441 Lawton avenue, 
who dropped dead shortly after noon 
yesterday In the tailoring establish- 
ment of H. A. Hesse, at Seventh and 
Locust streets, led to the issuance of a 
subpoena returnable forthwith for Dr. 
A. H. Ohmann Dumesnit, of 1454 South 
Grand avenue, to appear before Circuit 
Attorney Sager. 


Dr. Ohmann Dumesnit's name was 


signed to two papers, one purporting 
to be a receipt for $1,000 on Nov. 10, 
1905, and the other for ?500 on Nov. 
24 of the same year, for preliminary 
expenses Incurred in connection with 
the bill authorizing the construction of 
the St. Louis Elevated.Electric rail- 
way. 


When Dr. Ohmann Dumesnit ap- 


peared before Circuit Attorney Sa^er 
he stated that he had never, received 
the money and that the bill mentioned 
was never presented to the municipal 
assembly. Although admitting that 
the receipts were written by him on 
•his own letter paper, Dr. Ohmann 
Dumesnit said that he had signed the 
receipts because McChesney 
wanted 


him to do It so that he could show 
them to business men. 


McChesney's Sons In Polities. 


McChesney, who was a retired con- 


tractor, has been a resident of this city 
for many years. One of his sons, Har- 
ry, was elected to the house ot dele- 
gates some years ago on .the republi- 
can ticket, but later was unseated af- 
ter a contest in favor of John R. Fon- 
tana, who subsequently became speak- 
er of that body. Another son, William 
C., Is the representatives of the twen- 
ty-second ward In the republican city 
central committee. 


The papers were found on the per- 


Ion of the deceased at the morgue and 
disclosed the fact that he was interest- 
ed In at least two proposed electric 
railroad enterprises, some of the sub- 
jerlbers to stock In the companies be- 
ing leading business men. 


When the papers were found by Pa- 


trolman Reeve nf the central district, 
who accompanied the 
body to 
the 


morgue, theywsije turned over to In- 
spector McDonnell, acting chief of po- 
lice.

disclosed (ho receipts signed by Dr. A. 
H. Ohmann DumeHnlt. editor and pub- 
lisher of tho St. Louis Medical and 
Surgical Journel.

A telegram addressed to McChesney 


from Chicago, dated Dec. 10, but with- 
out, the year, was nlso found on the 
body nnd read as follows:

Among other papers was a. deposit 


slip of the St. Louis Union Trust com- 
pany, on the back of which was writ- 
ten the names of ten members of the

among them William C. McChesney, 
son of the deceased. 


J. W. Webster, Woodland, 


HI., Impelled by Night- 
mare to Use Eevolver. 


Chicago, Dec. 20.—A vividly realistic 


nightmare, aided by the presence of a 
revolver under the sleeper's 
pillow, 


came near causing the death of John 
W. Webster, of Woodland, 111., early 
•esterday morning. So closely rlid the 
dream approach reality that Webster 
pulled his weapon from its hiding 
>lace and fired a shot which grazed

The Injured man is now at Mervy

Robberies Make Him Nervous. 


Twice within the last year the bank 


las been robbed and the fact has so 
preyed upon the nerves of the young 
man, according to his relatives, that 


formed the habit of going to bed 


with a revolver under his pillow. 


Shortly after 
2 o'clock yesterday 


morning Mrs. Webster heard a loud 
report. A freight train was passing at 
the time and she believed the sound 
:o be that of a. torpedo on the track, 
but a short time later, having occasion 
:o pass her son's door, she saw smoke 
ssuing from the room. 
The young 


man was lying unconscious, a bullet 
wound in his forehead and the revol- 
ver lying beside him on the floor. 


Dr. Webster 
was 
communicated 


with by telephone and directed that 
the wounded man be brought to the 
city In order that the best possible 
care might be given him. Two local 
physicians accompanied him to the 
city on a train which arrived late in 
the forenoon. It. was said In the even- 
ng that the bullet had been found 
and that the young man has an excel- 
lent chance of recovery. 


Tells of His Nightmare.

came during the day Webster told his 
relatives the story of his nightmare, 


reason for an attempt, at siitcidn

version of the

was accepted 


without question. 


Webster Is prominent In local pol-
